Carter picks Mondale 


NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dential candidate Jimmy Car­ 
ter acted today to complete the 
Democratic ticket by designa­ 
ting Sen. Walter F. Mondale as 
Ids choice for the vice presiden­ 
tial nomination. Carter’s deci­ 
sion will be ratified at tonight’s 
closing session of the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention. 
Asked why he had settled on 
Mondale, Carter said he had 
found 
“a 
remarkable com­ 
patibility between his stands on 
the issues and my own.” 
Mondale described Carter as 
“an uncommon man, terribly 
gifted, committed, experienced, 
ready, but, above all, a good 
man and I’m proud and hon­ 
ored to be a part of this team.” 
Carter kept his choice a se­ 
cret until the moment, a few 
minutes after 10 a.m., EDT, 
when he strode into the Royal 


Ballroom of the Americana Ho­ 
tel to make his announcement. 
It was the only suspenseful 
moment in a convention that 
belonged totally to the man 
from Plains, Ga., whose cap­ 
ture of the nomination the night 
before represented one of the 
most 
remarkable 
coups 
in 
American political history. 
About an hour before Carter 
left his suite for the press con­ 
ference, he received a tele­ 
phone 
call 
from President 
Ford, who is fighting to be the 
Republican nominee whom Car­ 
ter will run against. 
According to White House 
Press «Secretary Ron Nessen, 
Ford told Carter he hoped the 
campaign could be conducted 
on “a high level” and “I lobk 
forward to a good contest this 
fall.” 
The vice presidential selec­ 


tion process was drawn out 
over 30 days during which Car­ 
ter said he changed his mind 
three times. 
“This has been, as you can 
well imagine, one of the most 
difficult decisions I have had to 
make,” he told the news con­ 
ference. "But I have absolutely 
no doubt that this is the right 
decision.” 
Carter called the Minnesota 
senator "the best person to 
lead this country if something 
should happen to me.” He 
added that Mondale has "a 
very clear concept of what the 
presidency should be.” 
Mondale arrived at the Amer­ 
icana during Carter’s news con­ 
ference. He was accompanied 
by his wife, Joan. 
Carter said Mondale had suf­ 
fered from mild hypertension, 
but that “since he has been 


taking medication he has had 
no problem.” 
Carter said Mondale's medi­ 
cal records had been examined 
by a doctor and they showed 
nothing unusual for a 48-year- 
old man. 
With his wife at his side, 
Mondale joined Carter at the 
ballroom podium and said, "I 
am proud and honored to be a 
part of this team.” 
Asked about his trip to Plains 
where he was interviewed by 
Carter, Mondale said they had 
a long talk about the role of the 
vice president in a Carter ad­ 
ministration. 
“I was not interested in a 
ceremonial post,” the senator 
said. “1 was pleased to see he 
plans to use his vice president 
in a broad range of responsi­ 
bilities.” 
“I am determined to put ma­ 


jor responsibilities on the head 
of the vice president," Carter 
told the news conference. 
Mondale said he expects Car­ 
ter to be president for eight 
years. "I’m not taking this job 
with the expectation of becom­ 
ing president,” he added. 
Two years ago, 
Mondale 
made an exploratory run at the 
presidency but dropped the 
idea when he failed to generate 
widespread support. 
Carter said that in the last 
few days “I have had very 
serious allegations” 
made 
against the six senators on his 
final list but that no evidence 
was 
found 
to support 
the 
charges. 
“I don’t know of anything 
that would have been embar­ 
rassing about the six,” he said. 
After the delegates ratify 
Carter’s choice of Mondale they 


will hear acceptance speeches 
from the two nominees and 
then adjourn. 
They

leave Madison 
Square Garden more united 
than they have been in years 
and hopefUl of regaining control 
of the White House after eight 
years of Republican adminis­ 
trations. 
Since the last primary elec­ 
tions on June 8, there was no 
doubt who the Democratic pres­ 
idential nominee would be. 
It was Carter all the way and 
his firm control of the entire 
process gave him a rare oppor­ 
tunity to choose a running mate 
at leisure, free of the political 
horse trading that has charac­ 
terized such decisions at past 
conventions. 
Carter said he would recom­ 
mend that future conventions 
recess for 30 days after the

ENERGETIC APPROACHES 
TO 
ENERGY PROBLEM 
The 
Ford 
administration’s 
decision to put new emphasis on 
an 
“aggressive conservation 
program” is a belated but 
welcome reversal of its past 
approach to solving the nation’s 
energy needs. Far from ad­ 
vancing towards “energy in­ 
dependence,’’ we are going in 
just 
the 
opposite 
direction, 
despite significant declines in 
energy consumption. 
According 
to 
Comm erce 
Clearing House, demand for 
heat, light and power in all its 
forms last year was 2.5 per cent 
less than in 1974 and down 4.9 
per cent from 1973’s record high. 
Higher 
fuel prices, con­ 
servation efforts and a mild 
.winter contributed to this drop. 
But the biggest factor in the 
| overall decline was a 6 per cent 
downturn in energy use by the 
industrial sector, reflecting the 
lingering 
effects 
of 
the 
recession. 
In terms of oil, we are more 


dependent on foreign sources 
than ever. 
The 
American 
Petroleum Institute reports that 
for the first time in history the 
United States in one week in 
March imported more oil than it 
produced, 
even 
though 
Americans are using less oil 
than they did before the 1973 
embargo. 
The 
association’s 
figures 
show 
dom estic 
production continuing a six-year 
decline, with imports rising to 
record levels. 
Just how much can the nation 
expect 
from 
“ aggressive” 
conservation? 
A recent report by World- 
watch Institute, an independent, 
nonprofit research organization, 
found that more than half the 
energy the Uñited States con­ 
sumes 
is 
wasted. 
Efficient 
conservation practices, 
in­ 
cluding improved car mileage, 
better building insulation and 
the use of waste heat, could 
meet this country’s new energy 
needs for the next 25 years, it 
claimed. 
“Energy 
obtained 
through 
conservation 
is 
the 
largest 
source of new energy currently 
available to the United States,” 
says the institute. 
Robert C. Seamans Jr., head 
of the federal Energy Research 
a n d 
D e v e lo p m e n t 
Administration, is confident that 
projects ERDA 
intends to 
promote—better insulation in 
homes and buildings, gas stoves 
and heaters that don’t need pilot 
lights, etc.—will save the United 
States the equivalent of five 
million barrels of oil a day by 
1985. 
As he points out, each barrel 
saved obviously means one less 
barrel that needs to be im­ 
ported, and in general it costs 
less to save a barrel of oil than to 
buy it. 
Yet vital 
as conservation 
unquestionably is, there are 
limits to how much Americans 
can cut back on energy use. Not 
only that, but we may reduce 
consumption in one area only to 
increase it in another. 
As an example, the U.S. 
Department of Commerce says 
that the amount of energy 
required by the iron and steel 
industry alone to comply with 
current 
federal 
and state 
pollution control laws amounts 
to about 10 per cent of the total 
energy consumed by that in­ 
dustry— or the equivalent of 
161,000 barrels of oil a day for 


pollution control. 
If we can do more in the way 
of energy conservation—and we 
certainly can—we can also do 
much 
m ore in developing 
alternate sources of energy. 
Some possibilities, as suggested 
at a conference on “Capturing 
the Sun Through Bioconversion” 
held in Washington in February: 
—Using wood or grain alcohol, 
either straight or mixed with 
gasoline, for automobile fuel.

NEW YORK - While Jimmy 
Carter was narrowing down his 
vice presidential choices, mem­ 
bers of Ronald Reagan's inner 
circle drew up their own secret, 
informal list of vice presidential 
prospects. 
They are confident Reagan 
will win the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination next month 
and will choose a running mate 
from their list. 
The surprise on the list is Am­ 
bassad o r to B ritain Anne 
Armstrong. Even Reagan’s most 
chauvinistic advisers have said 
they could support the dynamic 
ambassador. She is one of the 
three top contenders. 
Another hot prospect is Treas­ 
ury Secretary William Simon, a 
conservative like Reagan but a 
loyal supporter of President 
Ford. Simon also has the respect 
of the Eastern money establish­ 
ment. Reagan's inner circle feels 
that Simon, because of his devo­ 
tion n Ford, would draw the 
party together after the Presi­ 
dents anticipated defeat. 
The third leading contender is 
William Ruckelshaus, who has 
served alternately as deputy at­ 
torney general, FBI chief and 
environmental czar. He was a 
victim of R ichard Nixon’s 
notorious “Saturday Night 


Massacre" which forced out the 
first special Watergate prosecu­ 
tor, Archibald Cox. 
Considered but rejected by the 
inner circle, barring an unlikely 
change of heart, are Reagan’s 
able campaign chairman. Sen. 
Paul Laxalt, R.-Nev„ and former 
Treasury Secretary John Con- 
nally. 
Laxalt has m ade a highly 
favorable impression on the peo­ 
ple around Reagan. But Laxalt s 
home state of Nevada is too close 
to California to m ake a balanced 
ticket. 
In Connally’s case, his “big 
g o v e rn m e n t” co n cep ts have 
alarmed some Reagan backers. 
They also fear the milk scandal 
and Connally's reputation for 
wheeling-dealing m ay taint the 
ticket, even though he was ac­ 
quitted of criminal charges.

The portable unit, called a 
cerebellar 
stimulator, 
was 
switched on for the first time 
Wednesday. 
"She didn’t feel anything 
when they first turned it on,"’ 
said her stepfather, William 
Butler. "Then they turned It up 
and she winced, and we knew 
she felt it. She's comfortable 
with it." 
In simplest terms, the cere­ 
bellar stimulator is a pacemak­ 
er for the brain, intended to 
stimulate the cerebellum, the 
smaller portion of the brain be­ 
neath the two large halves that 
coordinate movement. 


Debbie, a high school senior 
at Glendale, Ariz., has had 
cerebral palsy since birth. She 
suffered brain damage when 
she stopped breathing for a 
time after the delivery. She is 
confined to a wheelchair and is 
spastic. Her speech is garbled 
and 
almost 
Impossible 
for 
strangers to understand. 
But her brain, though dam­ 
aged, is quite functional. She 
won second prize last year in 
an essay contest sponsored by 
the Arizona Governor’s Com­ 
mittee on Employment of the 
Handicapped. 
Her 
subject: 
"How a Hanidcapped Person 
Faces Life.” 
"I live day by day, problem 
by problem, hurdle by hurdle," 
she wrote, living life "by faith, 
hope and charity; also with 
fears, tears, frustration and an­ 
ger.” 
She ended it by saying, "I 
love you, world.” 
The neurosurgeons who im­ 
planted the electrodes in a two- 
hour operation last Friday re­ 
peatedly emphasized that the 
technique is relatively new — 
! and in their view — unproven. 
"It’s a significant risk," said 


the hospital's director, Dr. Da­ 
vid Chadwick. "The effects of 
long-term stimulation are not 
fully known.” 
Another major question is 
whether the stimulator will do 
enough good to outweigh its 
prohibitive costs. Butler said 
the operation cost $12,500. The 
stimulator cost $2,000. 
Four such operations have 
now been performed at Chil­ 
dren's Hospital. Of the four 
patients involved, two so far 
have been helped, but not dra­ 
matically, and the third has 
gained nothing from it at all, 
Chadwick said.

WILMINGTON, Del. (AP) - 
The 29th annual Powder Puff 
derby, a croas country race of 
women pilots, ended what has 
been billed as its final race 
with awards to pilots from Cali­ 
fornia in the top three posi­ 
tions. 
But the dust had barely set­ 
tled before a new group an­ 
nounced plans Wednesday to 
bring back the cross-country 
event next year 
under the 
name of the Air Race Classic. 
So far, the group has appoint­ 
ed seven directors representing 
various regions of the country 
In hopes of mustering enough 
volunteers and enough sponsors 
to keep the all-women trans­ 
continental race going, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Bernadine Steven­ 
son, a pilot from North Holly­ 
wood, Calif, who is head of the 


newly formed group. 
“There will be another race 
next year. I’d say 90 per cent 
of the girls say they want to 
race again,” she said after an 
organizational 
meeting 
held 
during the concluding events 
Wednesday of the Powder Puff 
Derby. 


The Powder Puff Derby is 
sponsored by the Ninty-Nines 
Inc., an international organ­ 
ization of women pilots. Spokes­ 


women for the derby have said

Carter turns defeat into victory

A smiling, soft-spoken, deter­ 
mined Southerner, whose cam­ 
paign emphasized racial equal­ 
ity and restoring public faith in 
government, is the Democratic 
party’s presidential nominee. 
Jimmy Carter, 51, who estab­ 
lished a moderate to liberal 
record as governor of Georgia 
from 1971 through 1974, over­ 
came political obscurity during 
a hard 17-month-long campaign 
to capture the nomination. 
Carter, who built his cam­ 
paign staff around trusted ad­ 
visers from his gubernatorial 
days, campaigned tirelessly to 
establish himself as the front- 
runner in early Northern pri­ 
maries and then vanquished 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace, a symbol of segregationist 
defiance, in Dixie. 
The slender, blue-eyed candi­ 
date, who bears a vague resem­ 
blance to the late President 
John F. Kennedy, kept momen­ 
tum going throughout the pri­ 
mary season and, despite losses 
in the West and Midwest, 
claimed victory because of his 
delegate count the day after the 
last primary. 
His campaign, which included 
visiting daybreak factory shift 
changes to shake hands with 
the workers, touched all but 
one of the primary states. 
Often described as a com­ 
plicated man because of his 
varied 
interests 
and 
back­ 
ground, Carter is a former nav­ 
al officer who resigned his 
commission in 1953 upon his fa­ 
ther’s death to run the family’s 
peanut farm and warehousing 
interests in Plains, Ga., a 
sleepy 
village in southwest 
Georgia. 
During his Navy career he 
qualified for submarine com­ 
mand and worked on the atom­ 
ic energy program under Adm. 
Hyman G. Rickover. 
He reads history, enjoys the 
music of social critic Bob Dy­ 
lan and hunts arrowheads on 
his peanut farm. 
He is a Baptist deacon and 
Sunday school teacher, who de­ 
scribes himself as a “born 
again” Christian and whose 
speeches sooner or later dis­ 
cuss the need for love, broth­ 
erhood and social justice. 
The trademark political car­ 
toonists picked up during the 
campaign was Carter’s almost 
ever present toothy grin. 
But the grin and his smooth, 
low-key mannerisms belie the 
fact that Carter is strong-willed 
and tenacious, exemplified by 
the fact that he not only stood 
up to the rigors of a long cam­ 
paign but set a pace that rivals 
were hard-pressed to follow. 
He insisted frequently during 
the campaign that the South 
had put aside its preoccupation 
with racial matters, and with 
the 
help 
of 
Rep. 
Andrew 
Young, D-Ga., the state’s first 
black man in Congress, and the 
father of slain civil rights lead­ 
er Martin Luther King Jr., Car­ 


ter reached heavily into the 
black primary vote. 
His record as Georgia’s gov­ 
ernor was 
strong on civil 
rights. 
Carter began his political ca­ 
reer in the Georgia state Sen­ 
ate in 1962 and ran unsuccess­ 
fully for governor in 1966. 
Although defeated in his first 
gubernatorial 
race, 
Carter 
spent the next four years mak­ 
ing speeches, shaking hands 
and greeting factory shifts so 
that he was able to eclipse a 
popular former governor and 
win the 1970 election. 
He was widely regarded by 
Georgians as a conservative 
during the 1970 campaigning, 
but soon proved that assess­ 
ment wrong. 
In his inauguration address, 
Carter startled many observers 
by declaring “the time for ra­ 
cial discrimination is over.” 
He appointed a record num­ 
ber of blacks to high state posi­ 
tions, including the prestigious 
Board of Regents, which gov­ 
erns state colleges, and the 
Board of Human Resources, 
which oversees health and wel­ 
fare for the state. 
Carter also established a 
strong record of advocacy of 
consumer prtection and envi­ 
ronmental laws. 
His most ambitious project as 
governor 
was 
reorganizing 
state government, a feat which 
he accomplished over strenuous 
legislative objections. 
Carter’s 
program 
consoli­ 
dated many state agencies in 
what he said was an effort to 
make government more under­ 
standable, less costly and more 
efficient. There is no clear evi­ 
dence that it saved money, 
however, and the program re­ 
mains controversial in the state 
to this day. 
Reorganizing the federal gov­ 
ernment was a key point in his 
drive for the nomination. 
Carter, married and the fa­ 
ther of three married sons and 
an 8-year-old daughter, Amy, 
was born Oct. 1, 1924 and grew 
up in Plains, whose population 
in 1970 was only 683. 
His mother, Lillian Carter, 
77, is an outspoken woman who 
joined the Peace Corps in 1966 
and served in India after be­ 
coming bored with the lack of 
activity in the small village. 
Carter’s father, James Earl 
Carter Sr., died in 1953 after 
serving one year in the state 
legislature.

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
husband and I need to lose a 
lot of weight. We have both 
faced the fact that what 
started as a middle-aged 
spread ha» ballooned into a 
problem of major proportions. 
Since we have decided to do 
it we would like to do it and 
get it over with. We thought 
rather than diet for months to 
get rid of our fat that we 
would go on a low car­ 
bohydrate, high protein diet. I 
have heard that all one really 
has to do is eliminate all car­ 
bohydrates for about a week 
or two then keep the car­ 
bohydrates down to a very low 
level. One can eat anything 
else and still have the fat just 
melt away. 
Before we start on this diet 
we thought we would like to 
know for certain that it would 
not damage us in any way. I 
recall that there was a lot of 
fuss in the papers about the 
diet when it first came out. 
Will you tell us if it is safe for 
us to follow or not? 
DEAR READER - I don’t 
recommend it! Despite the 
exaggerated claims made in 
the promotion of the diet you 
speak of there is no magic 
way you can eat all you want 
to eat and stay slim — unless 
the food on the diet is suf­ 
ficiently unappealing that all 
you want of it contains a 
limited number of calories. 
The initial dramatic weight 
losses with such diets is not 
because the person loses fat at 
all. It is because the body 
loses its normal water content 
and is dried out. When you 
severely restrict your car­ 
bohydrate intake you cause 
the kidneys to eliminate an ex­ 
cess amount of salt from the 
body and with that goes a lot 
of water. This initial weight 
loss from dehydration will 
level off in a couple of weeks. 
However the sudden loss of 
water — not fat — in the first 
week, coupled with emptying 


out the digestive system is 
enough to hook the unwary in­ 
dividual into thinking that a 
miracle has taken place and 
some will stay with the diet 
until they have lost actual fat 
because they have really been 
eating less calories. Almost 
all the diet frauds you see 
highly advertised depend on 
tricking you with that initial 
water loss and, of course, on 
that human failing of wanting 
success without pain, riches 
without work and a slim at­ 
tractive body while gorging on 
high-calorie foods. 
I am sending you a copy of 
The Health Letter number 2-2, 
Low Carbohydrate Diet Fads 
so you can get a better idea of 
how these diets work or affect 
your body and why so many of 
the things claimed for such 
diets are just not so. Others 
who want information on low 
carbohydrate diets can send a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope with 50 cents for it.

When you lose water with 
one of the diet gimmicks and 
the scales show you lost 
pounds just remember that as 
soon as you quit the diet and 
regain the water your body 
needs for normal health that 
you will regain the pounds. 
I have mentioned repeated­ 
ly that I do not approve of 
crash diets. I know you are 
impatient but it took years to 
get the way you are. It will 
take a long time to lose weight 
safely and sensibly, to regain 
your form er physical 
appearance. A pound of fat 
contains about 3500 calories. 
Your job is to use the excess 
calories stored as fat while 
you are taking in less calories. 
A well-balanced, sensible diet 
combined with adequate 
regular physical activity is 
your best bet for both your 
health and your appearance.

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
husband and I need to lose a 
lot of weight. We have both 
faced the fact that what 
started as a middle-aged 
spread has ballooned into a 
problem of major proportions. 
Since we have decided to do 
it we would like to do it and 
get it over with We thought 
rather than diet for months to 
get rid of our fat that we 
would go on a low car­ 
bohydrate, high protein diet. I 
have heard that all one really 
has to do is eliminate all car­ 
bohydrates for about a week 
or two then keep the car­ 
bohydrates down to a very low 
level. One can eat anything 
else and still have the fat just 
melt away. 
Before we start on this diet 
we thought we would like to 
know for certain that it would 
not damage us in any way. I 
recall that there was a lot of 
fuss in the papers about the 
diet when it first came out. 
Will you tell us if it is safe for 
us to follow or not9 
, 
DEAR REA D ER - I don’t 
recommend it! Despite the 
exaggerated claims made in 
the promotion of the diet you 
speak of there is no magic 
way you can eat all you want 
to eat and stay slim — unless 
the food on the diet is suf­ 
ficiently unappealing that all 
you want of it contains a 
limited number of calories. 
The initial dramatic weight 
losses with such diets is not 
because the person loses fat at 
all. It is because the body 
loses its normal water content 
and is dried out. When you 
severely restrict your car­ 
bohydrate intake you cause 
the kidneys to eliminate an ex­ 
cess amount of salt from the 
body and with that goes a lot 
of water. This initial weight 
loss from dehydration will 
level off in a couple of weeks 
However the sudden loss of 
water — not fat — in the first 
week, coupled with emptying 


out the digestive system is 
enough to hook the unwary in­ 
dividual into thinking that a 
miracle has taken place and 
some will stay with the diet 
until they have lost actual fat 
because they have really been 
eating less calories.

I am sending you a copy of 
The Health Letter number 2-2, 
Low Carbohydrate Diet Fads 
so you can get a better idea of 
how these diets work or affect 
your body and why so many of 
the things claimed for such 
diets are just not so. Others 
who want information on low 
carbohydrate diets can send a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope with 50 cents for it.

When you lose water with 
one of the diet gimmicks and 
the scales show you lost 
pounds just remember that as 
soon as you quit the diet and 
regain the water your body 
needs for normal health that 
you will regain the pounds 
I have mentioned repeated­ 
ly that I do not approve of 
crash diets. I know you are 
impatient but it took years to 
get the way you are It will 
take a long time to lose weight 
safely and sensibly, to regain 
your 
f o r m e r 
p hy sic a l 
appearance. A pound of fat 
contains about 3500 calories. 
Your job is to use the excess 
calories stored as fat while 
you are taking in less calories. 
A well-balanced, sensible diet 
combined with adequate 
regular physical activity is 
your best bet for both your 
health and your appearance.

More Gardens 
More than half (51 per cent) 
of all households in this country 
are expected to have some kind 
of vegetable garden this year. 
The figure is more than at any 
time since World War II and 
the Victory- Garden era. 
The estim ate is reported by 
G ardens For All of Shelburne, 
Vt., a nonprofit organization to 
encourage 
community

tion. It is based on a poll of 
county extension agents and

The main reason given for 
starting a garden was to save 
money.

The study showed that in 
1975, 49 per cent of U.S. house­ 
holds, or about 35 million of 
them , comprising more than 
100 million persons, had vege­ 
table gardens. There was a 10 
per cent increase in the propor­ 
tion of U.S. households with a 
garden between 1971 and 1975. 
Of the 51 per cent of 1976 gar­

Business cut back sharply on 
inventories when sales slipped 
during the recession and has 
been cautious about rebuilding 
those inventories since the re­ 
covery began. Economists have 
been counting on faster in­ 
ventory growth eventually to 
create new jobs. 
The inventory increase over- 


all in May was $1.9 billion, or 
seven-tenths of 1 per cent, com­ 
pared to an increase of $1 bil­ 
lion in April. It was the largest 
jump since the $4-billion climb 
in December 1974 and brought 
the level of inventories to $272.3 
billion. 


In the manufacturing sector, 
a $l-billion rise almost matched 
the $1.1-billion increase of the 
previous four months. 
Inventories were up $829 at 
the wholesale level, and $58 
million at retail. 


Sales,
